The doctor is a singular man 
and has a fashion of buying up cast-offs from other 
stables and winning big races with them. At least 
that is what he did with Satsuma and Imperious in 
the days that have flown, purchasing the former 
from C. S. Brownell and the latter from A. B. Sprock- 
ets. You never can tell what horses will do after Dr. 
Rowell gets hold of them, for he can beat the world 
in patching up old cripples and winning big races 
with them. This year he has won considerable 
money at the Chicago tracks and is liable to spring 
a surprise on the knowing ones before the season is 
over. Dr. Rowell’s daughter is the wife of the once 
famous American rider, Lester Reiff, who had the 
mount on William C. Whitney’s Volodyovski when 
he won last year’s Derby in England, and ran sec- 
ond to Doricles in the St. Leger."

An inkling of the magnitude of American opera- 
tions on the English turf next year was afforded 
by Mr. Foxhall Keane on Saturday. The son of the 
vice-chairman of The Jockey Club says : “The Ameri- 
cans are likely to sweep the English turf next year, 
for American stables in England were never strong- 
er and the home racing material never so weak.’’ 
Of the plans and policy of the stable of Messrs. 
James R. and F. P. Keene in England next seasoa, 
Mr. Keene says : “We shall have upward of thirty 
high class horses constantly in training, ready te 
race and win from the opening to the close of the 
English turf season. As yet we have not definitely 
decided as to which of our string now racing here 
we shall send, but we expect to ship about twelve 
yearlings from Castleton across the water. 

“I have great hopes of our string showing a great 
improvement in Matt Allen’s hands. I like his 
style of training, and I think he is the man exactly 
suited to our purpose. 

“I have studied the horses on the other side for 
several years past, and I think that our horses here 
are fully capable of holding their own with them. 

“I expect that our two-year-olds at Castletoa 
next season will be the best crop we have ever 
turned out. We will ship the most promising ones 
to England, and consequently we are of the opinioa 
that next year we will enjoy the most successful 
year in England since we started racing our horses 
there. I think American horses will sweep the 
boards in England next season, comparatively 
speaking, for the visiting owners will ran only in 
the more important fixtures.” 

Thomas Welsh, for several years identified with 
both the Fleischmann and Farrell stables, will 
train next season exclusively for Julius Fleisch- 
mann, of Cincinnati. The Fleischmann stable has 
been a strong factor on both eastern and western 
courses for many years, and the “white, red and 
blue cross, sasnes, white cap” have shown in 
front in many a classic event. The sale of 
the Farrell stable, which is scheduled for

BRIGHTON BEACH -TAKES. 



This week the Brighton Beach Racing Associa- 
tion will issue entry blanks for a number of valu- 
able stakes to be run in 1903 and 1901. The events 
will be the Brighton Junior Stakes of $10,000, the 
Neptune Stakes of $3,000 and the Venus Stakes of 
$5,000, all for two-year-olds, to be run in 1903, and 
the Brighton Derby of $10,000, at a mile and a half; 
the Iroquois Stakes of $5,000, at a mile and a fur- 
long, and the Oaks of $5,000. at a mile and a six- 
teenth, all for three-year-olds, to be run in 1904. 
The value of these stakes, as given, is guaranteed 
and a liberal amount of money will be added to 
each event. 

The Derby distance has been increased from a 
mile and a quarter to a mile and a half, and with 
$5,000 in added money should be one of the most 
valuable, as well as one of the most interesting, 
three-year-old events of the eastern turf. There 
has been a generous increase in the value of the 
Venus Stakes and the Brighton Oaks, each for fil- 
lies, exclusively. This year the Venus was worth 
$3,000 and the Oaks $3,500. The value of each of
